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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-8 and 19-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claims 4 and 28, none of the prior art of record, alone or in 
combination, discloses a curved surgical blade with an extension having an 
aperture detachably coupled to a rotatable support arm, which is coupled to a 
drive shaft, also including a string-like connector capable of tying an implant to 
the extension, as set forth by the applicant. 

Regarding Claim 5, none of the prior art of record, alone or in 
combination, discloses a method for cutting scleral eye tissue including rotating a 
blade through the tissue in a forward direction, forming a scleral pocket, 
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detaching the blade from a rotatable support arm while the blade is in the incision, 
and removing the blade by continuing to move it forward, as set forth by the 
applicant.
